As  to  the  past  year.  <nir  historv  has  hccn  <'oniparatively  uiiivriiifiil ;  life 
has  pursued  tlie  even  tenour  of  its  w.iy.  liut  thi'  year  lias  l>eeii.  for  Ipper 
Canada  College,  a  decidedly  good  one  and  a  happy  oiir;  when  I  >ay  liappy 
r  must  except  one  event  which  cast  a  shade  of  dcc|i  sadnc>s  over  the  si'hool. 
'  allude  of  course  to  thi'  loss  of  Mr.  Sparling,  whose  terrildy  sudili'ii  death 
'hristmas  deprived  rp])er  Canada  College  ef  one  of  her  most  valued  Masters. 
!ir  more  than  thirty  years  his  life  had  lieeii  >|)eiil  for  the  school.  Loyally 
mid  faitlifully.  he  gave  his  vi  ry  hest  to  I'pper  Camidn  College,  hcmt  sparing 
himself  anv  trmihle.  any  pains  on  hehnlf  of  his  pupils.  Me  loved  this  school, 
and  his  whole  life  was  centred  in  it.  Hi  has  gone,  Imt  his  work  aliidt>. 
and  I  trust  will  ahide  in  the  lives  of  the  numlx  rless  l)oys  whom  he  taught 
and   influenced    for  good. 

You  will  notice  in  the  entrance  hall  hi»  |iortrait.  |ilaced  there  hy  the 
hoys  of  the  College,  an  excelhnf  liki'ness  of  one  whom  they  al!  loved  mid 
respected. 

To  turn  to  other  items  of  my  report,  the  health  of  the  College.  1  an'i 
glad  to  say.  has  heen  excellent,  in  fact,  during  the  fifteen  vears  that  1  have 
heen  closely  connected  with  large  nsidential  schools,  I  never  rememher  a 
February  term  which  was  so  free  of  illness  as  u:is  ours  last  spring.  I  attri- 
hute  this  not  only  to  our  position,  which  T  think  the  healthiest  in  Ontario, 
hut  also  to  the  additional  care  that  we  are  givinir  to  phys:"al  culture,  and 
to  the  rc-arrangement  of  the  various  divisions  of  the  house,  ensuring  personal 
interest  and  individual  supervision  hy  the  'Masters  of  everv  hov.  With  regard 
to  our  situation,  T  received  the  other  day.  from  the  Geological  Survey,  an 
interesting  hook  on  the  altitudes  of  Canada,  and  T  foiwnl  the  following 
fiirures  which  seemed  of  interest.  Tlie  altitude  of  Fpper  Canada  College 
Station  on  the  old  Belt  line  was  510  feet  ahove  the  sci  the  altitude  of  the 
College  is  approximately  .580  feet  ahove  the  sea.  Tf  yon  compare  those  figures 
with  th  altitude  of  the  corner  of  King  and  Yonge  Stri'ets,  which  is  ?70 
feet,  and  of  Koscdale,  which  is  20O  feet,  you  will  easilv  siv  how  it  is  that  we, 
310  feet  higher  than  the  city,  move  in  a  different  climate  up  here  from  the 


cliniote  of  the  cit>,  uud  wli>  w»-  enjoy  ubiindaiicc  of  wimt  diw-tor*.  iiow-a-duy* 
consider  a  panm-ca  for  nio«t  human  ills— fresh  iiir. 

In  nuiiiliiTs  tlif  sdiool  is  larger  lliaii  it  wiin  iiiht  \iai-.  iind  1  am  k'"'' 
to  say  that  tlif  new  rntrics  may  be  classed  as  '•  ^<m\  material."  For  tlu-honourb 
which  we  iiave  gained  diirinj,'  lln'  last  year  in  the  various  evaiiiinati'iiis,  I 
refer  you  to  the  lists  that  you  have  before  yi  ii.  ;inil  1  do  mi  wiiIi  what  is  I 
think  a  pnrdonahle  pride.

One  a  new  el.rtric  automatic  feed  lantern  of 
the  latest  i)attern,  which  is  of  the  very  giiatcsi  servio;  to  ns.  not  only  in 
science  teaching,  but  also  for  the  projection  of  views  in  informal  eiit^-rtain- 
ments.  with  which  we  amuse  ourselves  occasiomilly  on  a  Saturday  evening. 
We  owe  this  gift  to  the  kindness  of  Mr.  W.  11.  H(atty.  and  Dr.  .1.  V.  W.  Ross, 
and  an  anonymous  friend.

Althouf^li  of  course,  as  the  (Jidk  said.  affii>t\  ov  TtiX'l  'toXis,  it  i.s  men 
iiui  wallit  ihul  make  a  city,  i.i..  it  j.-,  ilie  stall'  not  the  lniildiiixn  primarily 
whicli  make  a  <riiO(l  school,  yet  siiiiii|iiiiliii:;s  nie  uiulouhtedly  important.  The 
Athenians  were,  i  sU|ip(isc.  the  hcst  cducaled  pioiile  in  the  world,  and  FlelK-ii- 
ism  still  stands  as  a  type  of  the  liij>;iiest  intellei-liml  tvtlneiiient,  Imi  I  lo  nut 
think  that  the  Athenians  owed  luis  |irc-eniiiiciice  to  their  methods  of  oiura- 
tion,  or  their  teiiiperaiiient,  co  nnich  as  to  the  situation  and  surrmui  iiigs 
of  .V'Jiens,  and  the  ^dories  of  In  r  anliiteeture ;  tin  ir  (nviiunment  w^.s  an 
education  in  itself,  and  .-o  should  It  he  uilli  all  siais  it(  learning;;  there  must 
Ih  nothing  sordid,  n  can  or  iraiii]jed,  w  I  iioihini.'  ;;ross  or  j:ranill.ise  about  the 
surro'i.  lines  uf  \outli.  We  want  tlie  .«liilel\  diirnitv  of  what  is  nolle  a:  I 
refined.  We  want  •"svee'  -^s  and  lij;ht"'  I'nr  tin  clean  jjrowth  i.f  intelltet 
life;  as  it  has  heer  vvell  >.r.id.  "  we  can  only  enter  into  the  'I'lniple  l>y  the  •• .  .le 
Beautiful."' 

Another  point  in  winch  surrounding's  are  of  the  very  ^'reate:;t  importunce 
in  education,  if  the  selmol  is  (o  do  <,'ood  work,  to  attain  the  olij<ct  of  educa- 
tion, uliich  is,  as  it  has  heen  said,  lo  help  l>o\s  to  live  a  fuller,  richer,  more 
interesting  and  more  useful  life," — it  must  ha\c  surroundings  such  as  sur- 
round yoii  here  in  this  hall,  I  iiu'an  great  liadilious  and  the  records  rif 
famous  pa.st.  The  .-choul  must  lie  alile  to  point  to  ,-mii  a  list  of  iiicu  as  \ou 
see  on  the  honour  lioards  around  mui  who  have  made  their  I'ountiy  great.* 
and  use  them  as  an  example,  as  a  stimulus  for  the  i.oys  of  t<id,iv.  .Sueh  a 
stimulus  is  a  necessary  factor  in  all  education. 

II  is  a  point  worth  noting,  too.  with  regard  to  en\  ironmiiit.  thnt  •jv-M 
men  usually  come  from  laig(  schools;  little  schools  as  a  rule  do  not  produce 
great  men.  Tlu'  school  should  not  he  a  meie  collection  of  class  rooms;  it 
n;ust  have  nni(  h  more  identity,  more  personality  than  that.  It  must  have  good 
surroundings  an<l  great  buildings  to  he  reall>  an  .\lma  Hater,  a  place  that 
the  Tiiind  in  after  years  can  re-pictiire  and  ri>eall;  a  i)lace  that  old  pupils 
ran  he  rea"     proud  of.  not  a  mere  geographical  ixpicssion.     It  !«  only,  too,

Boys  cdiioale  ench  otl.i-r,  and  xptnkinj;  jfiicriilly.  the  largiT  tiic  (■oiiiiiiiinily, 
till!  more  all-round  will  lie  tli Iiioation.  It  is  tin'  discipline  of  n  large  com- 
munity, Biih-dividtnl  again  int.  •^mailer  coniin  '»ics  ulicre  each  hoy  has  his 
part  to  play,  and  his  rcsiionsiliiliucs,  that  tra  a  hov  for  th  world,  teach- 
ing him  to  ohey,  and  so  to  govern.  A  i">\  Im?  .<>  Iciirn  as  a  Fifth  form  hoy. 
a  p'f^fect,  a  etiptain  of  his  ham.  o:-  wl-n  .lut,  to  Ik-  in  earnest  nhout  his  duties, 
and  to  exercise  strength  und  svnipH>  v  'n  t'arrying  tliem  out.  Discipline 
and  the  conscious  streng.  ■.■ 'lieh  eoiii' -  ironi  disei|ilini-  cannot  he  i  eglect^d 
in  »»■  -cation.  I  do  i  ol  in  ...  \  way  iinder-csliiiKiti'  the  Miliie  of  home  iiiHiience. 
but  1  do  think  ttuit  sometimes  the  value  of  the  liaiiiiiig  in  ii  residential 
'i.'hool  is  very  much  misiindei'stood. 

Public  .spirit,  too.  as  nil  tenchers  know,  depends  largely  on  surroundings, 
both  animate  and  iiuiiiininte.     This  public  spirit,  this  loyally  to  the  school. 

training  for  true  citizenship,  can  hardly  exist  in  a  small  sclidol  with 
insignificant  surroundings;  a  boy  must  have  something  on  which  to  focus  his 
sentiment  of  loyalty :  he  must  feel  that  he  is  a  member  of  a  large  corporate 
bodv.  divided  into  many  smalier  splieres  of  activity.  He  is  a  part  of  a  largo 
and  complicated  machine,  luit  he  is  an  integral  part :  if  he  does  not  do  his 
share,  the  machine  may  stop. 

These,  to  my  n.ind,  are  some  nf  the  aspects  of  the  (jiiestinn  of  environ- 
ment, some  essential  features  which  a  school  must  possess  if  it  is  going  to 
give  an  all-round  education. 

It  is  not  very  often  T  get  the  opporfunity  of  speaking  to  so  many  par- 
ents of  my  boys  together,  and  1  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  gratitude  to  them  with  regard  to  one  particular  point.  The  point  is  tliis— 
I  have  occasionally  had  to  point  out  to  parents  that  education  and  the  curri- 
culum and  regulations  nf  an  educational  institution  are  things  to  be  taken 
seriously;  for  instance.  I  have  poirt»d  oiil  Hint  bovs  must  be  punctual  at 
beginnhig  of  term,  that  day  boys  mnst  n^t  he  ab.scnt  except  for  illness  and 


iirff.nt  |>rivalc  lircmiistiiiiccri:  tliat  the  various  trivial  rfiisonj^  wliicli  l)o\-  ''licvu 
ill,  ari!  to  i)e  projifriv  tliMoimti'i'.  1  have  aho  at  various  times,  and  this  1 
consider  of  the  iiiLrln'st  iiiiportaiic  ■  |  (liiilcd  out  that  chanp's  in  curriculum 
for  one  special  hoy  arc  very  uiueh  to  ie  avoi(h'd ;  that  s|)eeiali/.iuf:  in  tliu 
lovicr  .school  is  a  had  thing  educationally:  that  steady  adiu'rcnee  to  the  pre- 
scrihed  scheme  of  work  is  necessary  for  mental  training.  I  have,  without  any 
excej)tion  found  tlnit  ])areuts  have  agreed  with  my  ]>oint  of  view,  and  it  is 
for  that  tliat  1  wish  to  ex])ress  uiy  thanks.  1  think  it  extremelv  important 
and  very  encouraging  hecnuse  it  shows  that  the  community  at  largo  do  helicve 
that  training  is  n:ore  than  more  instruction,  and  that  true  education  is  to  he 
ohtainod  hy  concentrating  our  elForts  on  a  limited  nundx-r  of  leading  studies; 
that  wo  have  got  to  train  lioys  how  to  think,  that,  ijt  least  in  tin-  lower  stu^'cs 
of  education,  the  method  is  more  important  than  the  matter,  if.  that  is,  we 
are  to  strive  after  that  nu'ntal  and  moral  lialance  which  we  call  character. 
We  do  not  want  to  scatter  our  mental  energies  over  an  indefinite  range  of 
loosely  connected  and  so-called  interesting  subjects,  and  though  in  education 
the  watchword  "interest"  is  inipiu'tant.  yet  I  think  it  is  a  good  thing  not 
to  forget  that  there  is  such  a  motto  as  "  effort. "  We  have  gut  to  conihat,  I  tliink. 
the  modem  idea,  which  .seems  so  ])revalent  on  the  other  side  of  the  line,  that 
no  teacher  ought  ever  to  ask  a  hoy  to  leani  what  he  does  not  wish,  or  to  do 
what  he  does  not  like,  an  idea  which  results  in  verv  strange  shifts  heing  re- 
sorted to  to  save  hoys  alt  ntx-essity  of  genuine  mental  etTort.  Hoys  do  not  need 
to  have  all  their  mental  food  ]iept(]nized.  The  tendency  of  modern  days  to 
give  indiscriminate  election  of  studies  and  allow  hoys  to  jiick  and  choose  what 
they  happen  to  fancy  in  the  time-talile.  >imi)ly  means  intclleelual  dissipation. 
We  want  to  produce  a  we!i-ordeied  mind,  not  as  my  own  headmaster  used  t^'i 
say,  ''a  mind  which  is  a  chaotic  tumult  of  heterogeneous  inconsistencies." 
There  is  a  danger  that  we  may  find  some  day  that  the  sugar  plums  of  educa- 
tion are  not  sufficiently  strengtln  ning  diet  for  intellectual  development,  ami 
there  is  room  for  a  party  in  education  who  take  as  their  watchword,  not  only 
"interest."  hut  "effort."  A  kindergarten  system  is  excellent  within  limita- 
tions, hul  there  conies  a  time  when  a  hoy  must  put  awav  childish  things  and 
realize  that  life  is  not  a  kindergarten,  hut  a  sjihcre  in  which  real  steady 
effort,  concentration  of  mind,  persevering  a]»plieatinn  to  a  fixed  routine  of 
work  are  considerations  of  the  very  liighest  importance,  not  onlv  for  success 
ax  the  world  calls  it.  hut  for  the  proper  develojiment  of  the  true  man.
